TRUST ROBBERY OF CONSUMERS. 


S 


TRONG official confirmation of the position that 


the Sacramento Bee has taken in regard to 


trusts is contained in the carefully guarded state- 
ments of facts made by a Census Bulletin just issued 
relative to industrial Combinations. 
Upon which 


the Bee comments in part as follows: 


It is explained in this publication that the term 


•'industrial combination" is used to signify an aggre- 
gation of mills or other manufacturing establish- 


- ments 
formerly 
independent, 
which had been 


brought together into one company under a charter 
obtained for that purpose. The word "Trust" was 
avoided because it technically has another meaning, 
indicating "a form of organization under which the 
stockholders of each of the separate companies as- 
sign their stock to a certain number of trustees, 
with full power to act." 
This form of combination 


ivas prohibited by Act of Congress in 1890. 


It is, however, the "industrial combinations" de- 


scribed and enumerated in this bulletin that are 
popularly called "Trusts," a word which it is con- 
venient to retain in this signification. 


It further appear* that the authori/ed capiiali/- 


ation of the 183, plants included in the report is 
S3,607,539,200. The bulletin says- 


There are also certain intangible assets of which 


the census figures take no cogni/ance, such as pat- 
ents, trade marks, franchises, good will, etc., whose 
value is included in the above capitali/ation. 
With

The true \alne of the capital in- 


veMeil in .active and idle pi nits, $1,45^,522,573. inns 
be eompaied with the bonds nrnl capital stock issued, 
amounting to $3,085,200,868, of which il forms (7.3 
per cent., exceeding the amount of bonds and prc- 
feired stock Usu^d, $1,282,938,722, by $175,583,851. 


It thus appears that the combinations or Trusts 


referred to have issued bonds and stock to an 
amount more than double the actual falue of their 
plants and other visible propeity. And making the 
most liberal allowance for the value of patents and 
other intangible property, the bonds and stock is- 
sued must be at least 40 per cent, in excess of the 
cost or present cash value of all assets. And it is 
to be remembered that the "authori/ed" capitali/a- 
tion of 183 combinations is upwards of $522,000,000 
above the amount of the bonds and stock so tar is- 
sued. 


Facts like these, which cannot be denied, show 


the holiowness of the pretense that the industrial 
combinations benefit the consumer by effecting 
economies through which prices are reduced. The 
record shows that in many instances prices have 
been most outrageously advanced, or even doubled, 
in some cases by the steel trust and its constituent 
companies, so that the American consumer is rob- 
bed by these monopolies while at the same time 
they are selling in foreign markets at prices far be- 
low \\hat they exact at home. 


The inevitable conclusion is that unless these 


trusts can be controlled and regulated by law, they 
are bad and dangerous things—the \\orst possible 
forms of monopoly.

The State militia 
made a discouraging showing in the war with Spain 
but through no fault of its members. 
Practically 


every man in the National Guard of the States was 
ready to enlist, and if they had been properly 
equipped all of them who were needed would have 
gone to the front. 


It was not the fault of the men or their officers 


that they did not go to the front. 
The war with 


Spain did not last long enough to prove or disprove 
Senator Male's assertion that the National Guard is 
an unieliable reserve and that dependence must be 
placed on volunteering. 
The National Guard is 


fhc militia of the States and as such it ought to be 


icouraged and brought to as high a degree of mili- 


tary petfection as possible. If it is also desired to 
make a reserve for the regular army in time of war, 
the federal government should lend its aid and in a 
manner to increase its efficiency without interfering 
with the rights of the States. The militia is one of 
the country's oldest institutions. 
It will not be 


abandoned and it ought to be steadily encouraged 
and improved.

Tu my former letter I made some gen- 


eral reference to the inconsistency of 
those who broke away from the Repub- 
lican party upon fhe silver question in 
returning to that party upon the theory 
that the issue is a dead one. It may not 
be untimely for me to advert to the 
matter a little more specifically, for the 
reporting of the Hill bill to the House, 
shows that while some of our former 
silver champions may be willing to 
consider the question as settled, the ex- 
treme gold men are not, and never will 
be, until the last legal tender silver 
dollar is eliminated from our monetary 
system. The Hill bill provides that the 
silver bullion now in the Treasury and 
standard dollars already coined, so far 
as they may be necessary, shall be 
coined into subsidiary coins—that is to 
say, into half-dollars and smaller pieces, 
the legal tender of which is limited to 
five dollars. The bill also makes the 
standard silver dollars redeemable in 
gold.

TO DESTROY THJD STANDARD DOLLARS. 
The avowed object of the measure, as 


stated by Mr. Bill himself, is ultimately 
to get entirely rid of the silver dollars 
now existing, and to prevent any more 
from ever being coined. The gold men 
are looking anxiously forward to the 
time when the flood tide of prosperity 
may become an ebb tide, and the money 
question again become pressing and 
urgent. They know that under such 
conditions the presence of 600,000,000 
silver dollars in our monetary system 
would naturally suggest the propriety 
of coining more of them; but, if wo 
have no silver coinage except our small 
change, they feel that the position of 
the silver men would be greatly weak- 
ened, and that the argument could be 
plausibly made that there would be 110 
more propriety in coining full tender 
money out of silver than to make it of 
some other substance. 


Furthermore, as Mr. Shafroth inti- 


mates in his admirable report against 
the bill, the fact that the silver dollars 
were redeemable in gold, would itself 
be used as an argument against their 
retention. It requires no more gold to 
redeem a paper dollar than it does a 
silver one, and the silver dollars sold 
as bullion, even at a greatly reduced 
price, would buy paper enough for cur- 
rency purposes to last the country for 
ages. But it is useless to discuss this 
point. The purpose of the bill is to give 
the finishing stroke to silver as a money 
metal, and such purpose is frankly ad- 
mitted by Mr. Hill, So it is by the 
Eastern gold standard Press, the only 
objection urged to it in that quarter be- 
ing that the bill will not wipe out these 
dollars quickly enough. 


Ol1 OKAVB IKPOBT. 


This is a matter of grave impart to 


the people of Nevada, who still have 
silver interests which need protection. 
Even if none of "the silver dollars were 
actually sold as bullion (which many 
of them doubtless would be) the enact- 
ment of the Hill bill into law would 
mean that the United States would not 
buy another ounce of silver for subsi- 
diary coinage during the next half cen- 
tury. The market for the silver miners 
product would be limited just to that 
extent, and that the price of the metal 
would be depressed, even below the 
present miners figures, is so evident'that 
it goes without saying. 


Nor need we stop here. If even one- 


fourth of the silver dollars should be 
melted down and sold as bullion, it 
would practically destroy the silver 
market, for a considerable time, at 
least. But leaving that contingency out 
of view, there can be no question that j 
the example of the United States would 
be contagious, leading to similar action 
in other countries, and the drop in sil- 
ver might easily be such as to close 
every American silver mine, except 
those in which the metal is only a by- 
product. 


AH INSENSATE POLICY. 


The demonetization of silver was the 


most insensate and cruel legislative act 
that ever took place in the United States. 
It was a body blow at our national pros- 
perity. Every line of productive indus- 
try felt it, and for years we were liter- 
ally wallowing in the slough of despond. 
That we have finally struggled out of it 
and measurably adjusted ourselves to 
the gold standard, is owing partly to 
our vast resources, but mainly to the 
great gold discoveries iu South Africa, 
the Klondike, Cripple Creek, and other 
places. By the providence of God we 
have been partially saved from the con- 
sequences of most unwise and iniquitous 
legislation, intended to limit the money 
supply in the interest of the money lend- 
ing and fixed income classes.

HOW THE PARTIHS'STAND. 


Now, ft word as to how the parties 


stand upon this question in its present 
phase. First, it may be observed that 
there have always been a few gold 
men in the Democratic party, and if 
this measure comes before the House, as 
it probably will, some of them may vote 
for it. As to that, we do not know at 
this time. But, on the other hand, it is 
certain that the Republicans will be 
nearly, if not quite, a unit in favor of 
the measure. A few of them from the 
West may feel that the time is not ripe 
for it yet, and oppose it through a fear 
of their constituencies; but, as they 
edged along a little at a time towarc 
the gold standard, so we may be sure 
that they will ultimately stand with 
their party iu the final onslaught upon 
silver. In any event we know, with 
absolute certainty, that this bill, i* 
brought 10 a vote, will receive very 
nearly a unanimous Republican snp- I 
port, and that the Democrats will stand 
in almost solid mass against it. This is 
clearly foreshadowed by the vote in 
committee, every Republican support- 
ing the measure and every Democrat j 
opposing it. 


SHAFBOTH AND NBWLANDS. 


Iu the House the opposition is being 


led by Shafroth, of Colorado, and 
Newlands, of Nevada, both of whom 
are keenly on the alert and preparing 
for the fray. A day or two ago, with 
more of indignation than he usually 
shows in discussing public questions, 
Mr.Newlandsremarked: "Thehistory 
of this country presents nothing more 
contradictory and politically dishonest 
ban the treatment of the money ques- 
tion by the apostles of gold. First, 
silver was quietly demonetized, with 
no public discussion whatever; when it 
was proposed to restore it, the cry was 
raised that it would flood the country 
with cheap money, and the silver men 
were characterized as inflationists and 
repudiatoro; the idea of money being 
scarce was ridiculed; it was declared 
ihat there was plenty of money in the 
banks, and that the quantity of money 
made no difference anyway. But no 
sooner did they "succeed in defeating free 
coinage for a time than they began to 
lay plans whereby the banks could issue 
more notes, and in fact the circulation 
of the banks has been increased con- 
siderably more than $100,000,000 during 
the last two years. The bankers are 
nowise averse to inflation if they can 
realize the profit on the inflating. Now, 
when they think free coinage is disposed 
of they want to destroy five or six hun- 
dred million dollars in silver, and re- 
place them with bank notes issued on the 
security of their general assets. Such 
has been the atitude of the gold men, 
and it is hard to comment upon it 
fittingly without overstepping the pro- 
prieties of speech."
